U. S. Ousts 
Italian Attache 
In Ships Case 


Charges He Gave Orders 
for Sabotage on 
Seized Vessels 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (U) 
The United States today demanded 
the immediate recall of Admiral 
Alberto Lals, Italian naval attache 
in Washington, charging in effect 
that he crdered the sabotage of 
Italian merchant ships subsequent- 
ly seized by this government along 
with German and Danish vessels. 

The action—first of its kind since 
the Worki War—was ordered by 
President Roosevelt and carried 
out by Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull. It was hinted obliquely that 
one or more German diplomats 
may face like action, but Hull said 
he could not discuss that matter 
now. 

Under the fixed rules of dip- 
lomatic protocol, Italy must accept 
the dictum.

Hull advised the Italian govern- 
ment that Lais was “persona non 
| grata” because “facts and circum- 
stances” connected the attache 
with illegal acts—the sabotage of 
26 of the 28 Italian ships that were 
seized. 

The recall note was sent to the 
Italian Ambassador, Prince Co- 
lonna, who transmitted it to Rome 
and awaited instructions. 

Significant in connection with 
the ship seizures was disclosure by 
Treasury Secretary Henry Mor- 
genthau, Jr, that the Treasury and 
Justice Departments are studying 
the question of possible forfeiture 
of the craft to this government.

Introduced quietly in the Upper 
House Thursday by Senator Arthur 
Wicks, Kingston Republican, it was 
passed there Monday and adopted 
by the Assembly without debate 
yesterday. It extends the 3l-year- 
old railroad sabotage act to include 
subways, trolleys and buses and 
makes it a crime punishable by a 
20-year sentence to leave one of 
those vehicles “unattended.”

APM Executive Secretary Fred- 
erick V. Field replied immediately 
to the Dean of Canterbury, asking 
further details. The Dean indicated 
in his answer that the British gov- 
ernment was blocking any overseas 
trip on his part. He wired:

“Special transit facilities depend- 
ent en government priority not ac- 
corded. Ordinary methods impos- 
sible.” 

Action of the British officials 
was characterized by Field as re- 
vealing the small degree of actual 
devotion to the democratic ideal on 
the part of the Churchill govern- 
ment.” 

“It is significant that British 
agents like Somerset Maugham and 
Noel Coward can obtain travel 
facilities with great ease, while 
those who speak for peace and the 
people are denied permits,” Field 
added.

Gains Wage Increases, 
Speedup Control in 
New Contract

PHILADELPHIA, April 3.—The 
Steel Workers Organizing Commit- 
tee added another victory to its or- 
ganization score with its successful 
strike against the J. G. Brill Auto- 
Body Co. here. 

Terms of the agreement by which 
the 1,500 strikers returned to work 
after a 23-day strike are: 

1. An increase of eight cents an 
hour to 450 skilled day workers. 
Their price range was from 62 to 
98 cents an hour. This is raised to 


from 70 to $1.01 cents an hour. 


2. By June 29, semi-siklied work- 
ers will receive an eight-cent-an- 
hour raise too, with the range 
changing from 52 to 8% cents an 
hour to 60 to 90 cents. 

3. Pive cents an hour is added 
to the basic day fate for 800 piece 
workers. These workers are guar- 
anteed 20 per cent above the base 
rate. Formerly they received 15 per 
cent above the base rate. 

4. All night workers will receive 
five per cent additional pay. 

5. Piece work rates cannot be 
changed without the consent of 
the union. It is hoped that this last 
provision will aid in halting the 
mounting speed-up which the plant

against a decision of a Federal 
District Court cancelling his citi- 
zenship. 

Federal Judge Michael J. Roche, 
in July, 1940, revoked Schneider- 
man's citizenship papers, obtained 
13 years earlier, as a result of a 
civil suit brought by the U. 8. At- 
torney - General's office. Judge 
‘Roche ruled. that membership in 
the Communist Party at the time 
Schneiderman was naturalized 
constituted lack of attachment to 
the Oonstitution of the United 
States,” and that therefore his 
citizenship was obtained by “fraud 
and illegal means.” 

The defense charged that this 
was political persecution because 
of the Communist state secretary's 
opinions and anti-war activities, 
and that the rights of millions of 
naturalized citizens were jeopard- 
ized by this attempt of the govern- 
ment to punish its political oppo- 
nents. A national campaign around 
this issue was launched following 
the weekend National Conference, 
on March 29 and 30 in Atlantic 
City, N. J., of the American Com- 
mittee for Protection of the For- 
eign-Born, which heard a report 
on the Schneiderman case by two 
delegates, Mr. Abraham Unger, 
New York attorney associated with 
the defense counsel, and Mini Car- 
son, northern California district 
secretary of the International La- 
bor Defense. 

Defense Counsel meanwhile filed 
briefs replying to the Government's 
arguments in the Appellate Court, 
preparatory to the oral arguments 
on April 7. The defense pointed out 
that Schneiderman has fulfilled all 
legal and technical requirements to 
become a cilizen, had answered all 
questions truthfully, that there was 
no fraudulent nor illegal means 
used to obtain citizenship; that 
membership in the Communist 
Party was not proscribed by law, 
and the only reference in the stat- 
utes as to political beliefs was to 
anarchists and disbelievers in or- 
ganized government that Schneider- 
man was neither an anarchist nor 
a disbeliever in organized govern- 
ment; he truthfully stated so, and 
answer all other questions truth- 
fully.

charge that the strike of his 81,000 employes 
at River Rouge is some kind of “Communist” 
plot. 

Ford got this lesson in strikebreaking 
technique along with that medal that Hitler 
sent him. It iscthe good old red-herring and 
Ford is flapping it around wildly as an excuse 
for the use of force and violence against 
the workers.

The strike grows out of the long years 
of lawlessness on the part of the Ford Motor 
Company especially in connection with the 
National Labor Relations Act. 


To describe the activities of a group of 
conservative trade union leaders as Commu- 
nism, a set of moderate demands as revolu- 
tion and a strike for such demands as in- 
surrection, is simply ridiculous. Communists 
naturally are active with their fellow workers 
in all unions, but to speak of Communist 
“dominated” and “controlled unions” is plain 
drivel. : 

The general public will continue to stand 
squarely: behind the strikers; the Ford work- 
ers will not fall for the red-herring but will 
hold their ground and compel Ford to sit 
down at a conference table.

» No wonder the State Legislature passed 
the Wicks bill in a quiet last-minute rush. 
It is an anti-labor measure of such far- 
reaching effect that it would have been 
ripped to shreds had workers and progres- 
sives been permitted to speak on it at a pub- 
lic hearing. . 

Under the pretext of opposing sabotage, 
the measure subjects to a five- or a pos- 
sible twenty-year sentence—an employe who 
“leaves unattended” or “interrupts” service 
on any transit facility. It is aimed directly 
at the right of workers to strike, seeks 
to penalize all efforts of the transit em- 
ployes to protect their wage standards and 
working conditions on the subways and 
buses. 

There is no doubt that the bill is intend- 
ed for use against the Transport Workers 
Union and its justifiable efforts to main- 
tain union shop conditions on the subways.

For Yugoslav Independence 


REPORT from Yugoslavia indicates that 

the Mation stands “resolutely ready” to 
wage war if necessary in defense of its in- 
dependence against German fascist encroach- 
ments, 


The Yugoslavs want peace, That is to 
say, they do not want to be used by the 
British-Washington imperialist alliance any 
more than they desire to be engulfed by the 


’ aggressions of the Berlin-Rome axis. 


Two-fold danger confronts the Yugoslav- 
ian people. One is Nazi invasion. The other 
is the effort of London and Washington to 
use them as a military catspaw. It is quite 
Wain that the mass unrest in Yugoslavia 
expresses a determination to resist the one 
disaster as well as to avoid the other. 

The Yugoslav masses object to the pact 
with the Nazi axis, they fear the intrigues 
of the British, and they clamor for a 
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strengthening of their country's security 
through a friendly relationship of their Gov- 
ernment with the Soviet Union on the basis 
of its peace policy. Undoubtedly, the present 
Yugoslav Government is aware of these mass 
sentiments. How it will meet them is still 
a moot question. But the masses are bringing 
heavy pressure upon that government to 
make its policy conform to their wishes. 
Certainly, the American people can sup- 
port the efforts of the masses in Yugoslavia 
to retain their national independence against 
the aggressions of Berlin, and against the 
intrigues of the London-Washington circles 
which seek to shove them into the war. The 
Administration's poli¢y toward Yugoslavia, 
which aims at transforming that country 
into an outpost of the British-U. S. war ma- 


chine, is quite different from the justifiable ~ 


determination of the Yugoslavian masses to 
defend their independence. 


A Danger to Mexico and America 


® Another move in American imperialism's 
attempts to get a stranglehold on the Latin- 
American countries was taken when the 
Roosevelt Administration secured an agree- 
ment for military air bases in Mexico. 

This is a very dangerous concession for 
the Mexiean government to make. Unques- 
tionably, it would lead to impinging upon 
the national sovereignty of Mexico and to 
a tighter grip upon the political and eco- 
nomic life of the people by Wall Street. 

Such bases would no more be used for 
the defense of Mexico than they would be 
for the defense of the American people. They 
are for the purpose of overawing this small 
country with the military might of the 
United States and thus to make it easier to 
force it into the war orbit of Washington 
and Wall Street.

act which brings the country that much 
closer to the “shooting stage” in the Euro- 
pean conflict.

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Swell Food Prices 
As People Starve 


(By Intereontinent News) 

BASLE, Switzerland (By Mail). —The Belgian people 
are today suffering not only from disastrously high 
prices and food shortage but are even paying the 
further toll of cfficial corruption and swindies. 

A recent issue of the “Bruesseler Zeitung” reaching 
here, writes as follows of this situation: . 

“For weeks and months the papers of this country 
have been full of reports about the scandalous price 
increases, swindle and cases of corruption. Things are 
getting worse from day to day. 

“The people cannot get any potatoes, bread, meat or 
butter through regular trade any more, while at the 
same time swindlers and profiteers are filling their 
purses. In spite of all laws, decrees, distribution plans, 
price-fixing and fines the ‘black trade’ sweeps every- 
thing before it. g 

PRICES ZOOMING 

“Prices are increasing continuously. Take coffee, 
for example. If yesterday it cost 125 francs, secret 
orders will be taken from anyone for 200 francs for 
tomcrrow. If butter was sold on Sunday at 85 francs, 
by Wednesday it will certainly be 100 francs. 

“The butchers have closed their stores for a few 
days and printed posters appealing to the people to 
refrain from purchasing meat and to be patient. The 
butchers declare very frankly that they cannot pos- 
sibly buy any meat in the regular way. Last Monday 
not even a piece of bread could be gotten in all of 
Brussels. Remarkably enough en seemed that all the 
bakeries had ‘run out’ of flour at the same time. 

Since then, however, it has been discloséd that 
Officials were involved in a bread swindle. Police 
officers, furthermore, are getting potatoes by the car- 
load from the country. FPunctionaries of the food 
supply department have embezzled tens of thousands 
of fcod stamps. Functionaries of the gasoline con- 
trol bureau can be bribed and are willing to falsify 


. gasoline tickets.

DANISH TRADE UNION DONATES TO 
COMMUNIST PARTY

STOCKHOLM ‘By Mail).—The Copenhagen paper, 
“Arbeiderbladet,” reports in its February 4 issue, that 
one of the largest locals of unskilled workers in 
Odense, donated 500 crowns to the electicn campaign 
fund of the Communist Party in the last elections. 
Five hundred crowns was also donated to the Social 
Democratic Party.

HOLLYWOOD.—The problem of entertainment for the 
draftees in the United States Army is a pretty serious one. 
It hinges, again, around the dollars-and-cents approach and

Arriving at training camp, the 
draftee finds that the camp thea- 
tre is running, if anything at all, 
some show which he saw a month 
or two months or three months 
previously. Often the reels are hor- 
ribly outdated, to the extent that 
even the regular soldiers who have 
been around the post for years, have 
to beef. The sound is often 


scratchy and bad, the films them- 
selves often blurred. 

Then, there arises the problem of 
private theatres outside post bor- 
ders. Private theatres have kicked 
because the Army cuts prices, but 
the army says it isn’t in competi- 
tion with private enterprise and 
goes on serving the rookies a dash 
of old hat. 


No Competition 
Re ported 

Exhibitors have taken advantage 
of the “war boom” towns which 
have arisen near the camps and 
have built rickety theatres, none of 
them of major size, few of them 
permanent and have begun to up 
prices on pictures. Now, they want 
not only the working men from the 
boom towns, but the soldiers as 
well. 

Many young draftees have fled to 
the theatres in the towns and have 
spent more than they can afford 
from the $21 a month laughingly 
called a wage, to see a picture 
which might be labelled as “half- 
way decent.” Army officers them- 
selves are reported to be beefing 
about the pictures and to be see- 
ing things, for once, in the same 
light as the draftees. 

But the question arising imme- 
diately is, “What can be done?” 
Under government contracts, etc.. 
new pictures are not mandatory. So 
our partiotic movie firms aren't 
sending out the new product and 
are holding the old “good” pictures 
until they have completely finished 
the “take” on them. 

And if the government demands 
better pictures it will receive all 
sorts of complaints from producer, 
distributor and exhibitor. As far as 
these people are concerned, there's 
no profit m the government run- 
ning its own theatres, because that 
immediately cuts into the possible 
profits of the outside theatres. ~ 


Pay As 
You Go 


And, in the meantime, don't be 
fooled by all this talk about free 
camp entertainment. The only 
“free” entertainment those boys 
will get will be a “once in a while” 
show from touring actors who have 
been rounded up by Playwright 
Bob Sherwood or some other super- 
patriot.

In Democracy? 


The Greek Relief Fund, for m- 
Stance, has been called by Mayer 
and his underlings an “investment 
in democracy.”

Several readers have sent along a clipping from the “Sun” which 
purported to “explain” the fact that the majority of the champion- 
ships in the amateur Golden Gloves tourney recently were won by 
Negro boys.

“They (the Negro boys) are natural mimics and most of 
them can imitate any move they see a good boxer make.” 

“All Negro boxers are endowed with a sort of jungle cun- 
ning, in that they sense danger much more quickly than a white 
boxer does.” ’ 

Scientific stuff, isn’t it? If the “Sun” can discover exactly who 
Joe Louis “mithicked” in becoming the greatest heavyweight cham- 
pion in gnistory, it would make interesting reading. We're also won- 
dering who Henry Armstrong “mimicked” in becoming triple cham- 
pion with a style never Defore seen in the ring. 

And that “sensing danger” in the ring is cute stuff too. 
White fighters presumably go in there expecting the party of the 
second part to walk over at the bell and ask them for the next 
dance.
